hut fired our boilers all night, and 
this was successful. 
On January 4 
we started to purchase from t he | 
City Light and Traction com pany! 
small quantities of exhaust steam 
and this has helped us to save coal i 
this month. 
The amount of exhaust 
steam purchased tom the traction 
company from January I to Janu­ 
ary ‘JU, inclusive, amounted to 1,- 


4 0n,0(|o pounds of steam, which is 
equivalent to 140 tons of coal. This 
m eans that we would have burned j 
140 tons cd coal more this month 
than we did, had we not pun based 
this 
steam . 
.Since* 
the*

*. OU sos, churches 
and 
places

amusem ent have begun to shorted! 
their hours we can save* aecording- 
1\ by using fewer boile rs and con­ 
sequently I* ss fuel . At your sug­ 
gestion wo hanked our fires at IO 
p. rn. Saturday and the Traction 
company took the entire load, using 
their exhaust steam. 
'rho eight churches we* heat used 
a tota1 condensation equivalent to 
five tons of coal . If these churches 
continue to have hut one service

tra work for the housewife, nor change 
the usual custom and practices of the 
Rome; means two and one-th I rd wheat- 
less days a week, ten wheatless days 
a month, four wheatless mouths a 
yea r. 


Saves Waste of Potatoes. 
Potatoes are grown in every section 
of the country, found in every home, 
are a universal food. 
Every family 
can produce them. 
Potatoes are an 
abundant crop in the United S tates; 
the possibilities of increasing the to­ 
tal yield in this country cannot be 
estimated. 
Potatoes are a perishable 
crop—cannot lie exported to foreign 
countries, cannot be carried over from 
one season to another.
